Thus we have carpetbaggers bringing us offers of 
government loans to start up new businesses and create 
much needed new jobs after government action has 
killed off the normal growth that would have provided 
the jobs and maintained the economy at no govern­ 
mental expense. 
An example is the plywood industry. In 1953 Amer­ 
ican mills supplied 79 per cent of the demand for this 
product. Ten years later in 1962 they supplied only 42 
pei- cent of the rapidly expanding domestic market for 
plywood. Imported plywood, which supplied 21 per cent 
of the market in 1953, supplied 58 per cent in 1962. 
American mills, which until 20 years ago had a 
normal growth rate of production and sale of about IO

Allis-Chalm ers 
today

awarded a m ulti-million-dollar 
prime contract to 
build 
and 
equip an iron ore pelletizing 
plant as part of a program that 
\\ ill more than double em ploy­ 
ment at the M ather M ine in the 
Upper Peninsula. 


W illiam M. W allace, general 
manager of the Allis-Chalm crs 
Process 
Equipm ent & Systems 
Division, M ilwaukee, said the 
plant w ill be capable of pro­ 
ducing 1,200,000 tons of pellets 
annually from high-grade ore 
mined at Mather, a large un­ 
derground property near Ne­ 
gaunee. 
The plant, scheduled for op­ 
eration in the spring of 1965, 
w ill be built 
for 
Cleveland- 
Cliffs Iron Co., and M cLouth 
Steel Corp., Detroit, under a 
$15 million program to utilize 
the M ather M ine’s output. Ore 
production at the mine w ill be 
expanded from a surrent 700,- 
000 tons annually to more than 
2,400,000 tons by 1966. 
W allace said the new plant, 
using Allis-Chalm ers patented 
“ G rate-K iln” 
system, 
w ill 
be 
unique in that it w ill be the 
first to pelletize high-grade un­ 
derground iron ores in the Lake 
Superior District. 
“ This project.” W allace de­ 
clared, “ tends to counteract an 
alarm ing trend 
which in the 
last few years has seen many 
underground mines in the U p ­ 
per Great Lakes region close 
because of depletion of high- 
grade ore and competition from 
high-grade imported ores. 
“ It conceivably could result 
in sim ilar projects to spur em­ 
ployment 
on 
the 
Menominee, 
Gogebic and Marquette ranges.” 
Chief function of the new 
plant w ill be to convert “ fines” 
— small particles of ore con­ 
taining up to 62 per cent iron 
— into hard,marble-like pellets 
suitable for direct charge into 
iron and steelmaking furnaces. 
The new plant w ill pelletize 
over one-half of 
the 
M ather 
M ine’s 
production. 
M cLouth 
Steel w ill be the major recipi­ 
ent of pellets, w ith Bethlehem 
Steel Corp., continuing to take 
the bulk of the non-pelletized 
cie. Cleveland-Cliffs, M cLouth 
and Bethlehem are partners in 
Negaunee 
Mining Co., which 
owns the M ather Mine, an ac­ 
tive producer since 1945. 
W hen in operation, the pellet­ 
izing plant w ill transform the 
fines into balls of uniform size 


; nd w ill heat-treat them inside 
a rotary kiln 115 feet long and 
17 feet in diameter. 
W allace said the Allis-Chalm ­ 
ers plant in West Allis, 
Wis., 
w ill 
manufacture the kiln; a 
traveling grate 168 feet long; a 
cooler 
where the 
pellets are 
brought down to safe handling 
temperature: vibrating screens, 
and associated electrical equip­ 
ment such as 
motors, 
trans­ 
formers, controls and 
switch­ 
gear. 


As prime contractor for the 
turnkey project, W allace add­ 
ed. Allis-Chalm ers w ill do the 
plant 
engineering. 
A rthur G. 
M cKee & Co., Cleveland, Ohio, 
w ill do the detail engineering 
and erect the pelletizing plant 
building, unde rsub-contract. 
The M ather pelletizing plant 
w ill be the sixth system en­ 
gineered and erected by Allis- 
Chalmers for the iron mining 
industry in the Upper Peninsu­ 
la since 1960. Each of the pre­ 
vious five is producing pellets 
from low-grade ores.
